hot spell last week during which 
more than three million gallons 
were pumped daily. 

However, the break in the hot 
wave and the 1.65 inches of rain 
that fell in the latter part of the 
week relieved the strain on the 
water system which had been due 
largely to the sprinkling of lawns 
and the irrigation of gardens. 

For the past week, water con- 
sumption has taken a tremendous 
drop, being back to about 1.5 
million gallons a day. Pumps 
which were operating for record 
hours during the dry period have

OUR SUMMER WEATHER 


This summer will pass into the records as one long to be re- 
membered. The continued 10-week period of excessive heat 
combined with a similar period of aridity has made it a record- 
breaker in New England annals. 


While cooling winds last week brought some relief from the 
heat wave, the following thunder showers failed to break the 
drought that has plagued New England and brought great dam- 
age to crops. The rain did help to check forest fires but did 
little to replenish dry wells and low water supplies. 


The soaring temperatures of last week topped off a prolonged 
stretch of oppressive weather which shattered numerous rec- 
ords established earlier in the season. Temperatures as high 
as 102 degrees were recorded on several downtown thermome- 
ters August 10 as Andover sweltered along with the rest of New 
England. It was the hottest day of the year as the worst heat 
wave of this particularly torrid season swept for three days over 
the drought-ridden area. 


Blame for the dry weather has been placed by the weather 
man on the ‘Bermuda high,’’ an area of high pressure that 
regularly exists in the normal pressure pattern at sea in the 
vicinity of latitude 30. This presents a strong west - east flow 
against any cold weather moving down from Canada, sending 
storms in the general direction of Europe. 


More relief is promised, but the summer of 1949 has already 
left its mark which, in years to come, will give the Oldest In- 
habitant a choice topic to astound all who will listen to him.

she thereby, does not wish nor 
does not intend to if the opportu- 
hity should arise. Presumably 
opportunity would be very much 
determined by the odds for suc- 
cess. Such a policy for the United 
States might not be a clear in- 
stance of announced isolation, 
but it would become perilously 
close to it in effect. 


Confused Historical Perspective 

Senator Taft seems somewhat 
confused about historical perspec- 
tive too. ‘‘We didn’t have to pro- 
vide arms to anyone under the 
Monroe Doctrine,’’ he says, ‘and 
never did so. Yet it was one of 
the greatest forces for peace in 
the history of the world.”’ The 
senator forgets or deliberately ig- 
nores the state of international 
politics in the nineteenth century. 
And he doesn’t explain what we 
we were doing in Europe in 1917 
and 1942, despite the continued 
existence of the Monroe Doctrine. 

Taft does appear to face facts 
on one point. He would send as- 
sistance should an attack occur. 
But that attitude somewhat re- 
sembles the theory of fighting a 
war in accordance with the meth- 
ods of a previous war, despite ad- 
vances in techniques of warfare. 
“Tf Hitler had known we would 
join in a second World War,” he 
says, “he might not have attacked 
Poland.’’ Possibly true. But also 
possible that Hitler gambled that 
we'd be too slow to be an effec- 
tive danger. And by that state- 


ment Taft seems to betray an 
alarming, almost inexcusable, 
lack of understanding of Buro- 


pean thought and conditions. One 
doesn’t have to live close to tha 
Russian border or in Western Eu- 
rope to get the point of view of 
the nations who feel themselves to 
be .always threatened by Russia. 
A little imaginaton can vividly 
present the sensations of those 
who twice within twenty-five years 
have been invaded by brutal vic- 
tors. Or, imagination lacking, 
current reading could supply a 
suggeston of such sensations. 

The fact is that EHuropeans do 
not relish being liberated again. 
They’d much rather have a fifty- 
fifty chance of defendng them- 
selves. Liberation is slow, pain- 
ful and uncertain. They'd natu- 
rally prefer to feel that Russia 
would not dare attack. And the 
mere signing of the Atlantis Al- 
liance doesn’t give them that ev- 
en break. They know it; Russia 
knows it. It’s time that Senator 
Taft began to understand it. 
Taft vs. The Experts 

All the arguments advanced by 
United States foreign policy ex- 
perts and top military leaders de- 
clare the military aid program to 
be the minimum essential to 
safeguard Western Burope and 
our own security. It is not too 
strong for Secretary Acheson to 
imply that Russia, having been 
unsuccessful in its politeal cold 
war aggression, might even son- 
sider military aggression as a 
means to its end. That there is 
such a possibility cannot be de- 
nied. The events of the past four 
years must not be forgotten mere- 
because the pressure is not so ob- 
vious at the moment. 
Some Points for Consideration 

There are a few points to which 
Senator Taft might give a little 
appreciative thought. The first in- 
tention of the Atlantic Alliance is 
resistance to further possible ag- 
gression. And the encroachment 
of westward communism under 
Russian influence can scarcely be 
called anything but aggression, 
whatever the means used. If the 
initial value of the Alliance is a 
psychological one for the peoples 
of Europe, and incidentally Rus- 
sia, its real purpose cannot be ful- 
filled unless it offers a strong ma- 
terial basis for that belief. Fur- 
ther, the Alliance is presumed to 
give official warning that the 
Western Hemisphere will not 
stand idly by if western Europe 
is invaded. But that can hardly 
be called new. Twice we went to 
war in Europe on that issue, The 
Alliance is therefore only valu- 
able if the Russians were not for- 


merly fully aware of United 
States attitude, and if they are 
now willing to appreciate our 
stand. 
Alliunce Does Not 
Kliminate War 

It cannot be denied that the 


Russians can well argue that the 
Alliance is a deliberate aggres- 
sive aimed at them. This attitude 
can therefore create a “danger 
zone” in nearby Russian-controll- 
ed spheres and a “danger time’ 
in the sense that a Russian attack 
now would be costly than 
years hence when the West can 
outdistance Russia in military ef- 


less

It is in itself a colossal 
step forward in our foreign poli- 
cy, one which few people wou'd 
have dared even to think of ten 
years ago. It is a vital step tow- 
ards the effective defense of the 
Atlantic group of nations. But it 
would be shortsighted, even dan- 
gerous, to think that all risk of 
war is eliminated by the mere ex- 
istence of the Alliance. The nat- 
ions of Europe realize that they 
must increase their own military 
strength considerably, but they 
are only too well aware that little 
that is effective cam be done with- 


out great assistance from the 
United States. The Buropean 


people understand only too clear- 
ly what the dangers of aggression 
are. They know that Russia has 
4,000,000 men in uniform, that 
she is building tanks, jet planes, 
self-propelled guns and submar- 
ines in large quantities. The Eu- 
ropeans are not sitting idly in- 
viting attack, but they know that 
their own efforts alone could not 
deter attack. 

Our own experts are no less 
aware of this situation. And the 
American citizen must not be mis- 
led into believing that the Presi- 
dent’s request for military aid to 
Europe is a mere political boon- 
doggle. The program is much 
more than military aid. What is 
at stake is not only the success of 
United States leadership of the 
free peoples of EKurope, but the 
future of the safety of the free 
world, 

What Senator Taft seems not 
to have grasped yet is that we 
must apply the effective spark to 
EHurope. Without it we impair 
Europe's spirit to fight in the face 
of hopeless odds, With it we gain 
not only Burope’s courage but the 
own secure existence in the world.

tics of the element; as for exam- 
ple, the outer ones are largely re- 


sponsible for the chemical proper- 
ties. 


The conventional text books, 
articles and diagrams, pertaining 
to the atomic structure, are more 
or less obscure and difficult to 
understand because of their high- 
ly technical nature. Consequent- 
ly, Mr. Hart has devised a model 
for visually showing a greatly ex- 
aggerated simulation that may 
readily be manipulated to shift 
from the representation of an 
atom of one element to that of 
the atom of another element. In 
other words, his invention pro- 
vides a device that will arouse 
and sustain the interest of a stu- 
dent in the subject matter being 
taught, and will clarify it be- 
cause of its visual reality. 


Basically, it’ may be said that 
his contrivance comprises an ar- 
rangement of concentric discs, 
mounted on a common axis, the 
outer one of which may be ad- 
justed to represent the nucleus of 
any one of a number of atoms. 
The other discs serve to indicate 
the concentric orbits in which the 
respective electrons travel around 
the nucleus, and they may be reg- 
ulated in accordance with the par- 
ticular .atom under study. 

According to Mr. Hart, the 
model of his invention permits 
the atomic construction and the 
characteristics of any element to 
be visually explained to a student 
in such a manner that lasting im- 
.pressions will be produced upon 
his mind and more readily retain- 
ed than explanations obtained 
from a text book or other scienti- 
fie articles.
